DIRECTORS’ FEES. 
PUBLICITY DEMANDED AT: 


Under the. chairmanship of Sir 
Edmund Turton, Standing Com- 
mittee “B" of the House of Com- 
mons resumed’ consideration of the 
Companies Bill. Clause 25, which 
was under discussion, amends Sec- 
tion 75 ‘of tho principal Act, ‘and 
details ‘the registers ‘and = parti- 
culars to be kept at'the registered 
offices of a company concerning its 
diréctors and managers. 

It provides that where a change 
of name has been made it is to be 
recorded, and that the nationality 
must also be entered, ‘and where 
the nationality"is not the national- 
ity of origin, the nationality of ori- 
gin-must be given. : 

Sir P, Cunliffe-Lister (President 
of the Board of Trade), resisting 
the amendment, said it was quite 
unnecessary, because the informa- 
tion- was already available. 

‘After some further discussion, 
the amendment was: by leave with- 
drawn.’ 

Mr. A. V. Alexander (Co-op.,!! 
Hillsborough) proposed, es oan 
amendment, to add words provid. 
ing ‘that a director's “annual 
salary, fees; and commission” 
should also be recorded in the re- 
gister. : 

Sir P. Cunliffe-Lister opposed the 
amendment, which, he said, would 
not merely disclose to the: share- 
holder the particulars, but’ would 
compel disclosure to the general 
public. That was not to the ad- 
vantage of a company. Often such 
information.was sought in order 
that a higher offer might be made 
to'a managing director by a rival |.
